can’t obtain 
$454M bond 


Attorney general says 
she could try to seize 
assets during appeal

NEW YORK — Donald Trump’s 
lawyers told a New York appellate 
court Monday that it’s impossible 
for him to post a bond covering the 
full amount of a $454 million civil 
fraud judgment while he appeals, 
suggesting the former president’s 
legal losses have put him in a seri- 
ous cash crunch. 

Trump’s lawyers wrote in a 
court filing that “obtaining an 
appeal bond in the full amount” 
of the judgment “is not possible 
under the circumstances pre- 
sented.” Trump claimed last year 
he has “fairly substantially over 
$400 million in cash,” but back- 
to-back courtroom defeats have 
pushed his legal debt north of a 
half-billion dollars. 

Citing rejections from more than 
30 bond underwriters, Trump’s 
lawyers asked the state’s inter- 
mediate appeals court to reverse 
a ruling requiring that he post a 
bond covering the full amount to 
halt enforcement while he appeals 
the judgment in New York Attor- 
ney General Letitia James’ lawsuit. 

Trump’s financial constraints 
are being laid bare as he appeals 
Judge Arthur Engoron’s Feb. 16 
ruling that he and his co-defen- 
dants schemed for years to deceive 
banks and insurers by inflating his 
wealth on financial statements 
used to secure loans and make

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Authorities seize alligator being kept in NY swimming pool

HAMBURG, N.Y. — An ailing 
alligator was seized from an upstate 
New York home where it was being 
kept illegally, state officials said. 

Environmental conserva- 
tion police officers seized the 
750-pound, 11-foot-long alligator 
Wednesday from a home in Ham- 


burg, south of Buffalo. 

The home’s owner built an ad- 
dition and installed an in-ground 
swimming pool for the 30-year- 
old alligator and allowed people, 
including children, to get into the 
water with the reptile, according to 
the state Department of Environ- 
mental Conservation. 


The alligator has “blindness in 
both eyes” and spinal complica- 
tions, among other health issues. 
The reptile was sent to a licensed 
caretaker until a place is found 
where it can receive permanent 
care, according to a release from 
the agency. 

The owner’s state license to 


keep the alligator expired in 2021. 
The state determined at that time 
the alligator’s holding area failed to 
meet safety standards. Officers took 
action this past week after learning 
the “extent at which the owner was 
seriously endangering the public,’ 
according to a statement from the 
agency. 


Tony Cavallaro, who told The As- 
sociated Press the alligator, Albert, 
had been with him since the 1990s, 
promised to fight for his return. Ca- 
vallaro said he treated the alligator 
like it was his kid. 

“I’m not dangerous. I’m not be- 
ing unsafe with people,’ Cavallaro 
said.

State Sen. Teresa Ibach of 
Sumner, who had introduced the 
original LB 894, asked colleagues 
Monday to take out the language 
that had been added during first- 
round debate on the bill. 

She acknowledged that she had 
supported the concept when it was 
presented as a bill before the Judi- 
ciary Committee. She voted with 
the other seven committee mem- 
bers to advance LB 918, which was 
introduced by Sen. Justin Wayne 
of Omaha. 

But Ibach said she started hear- 


ing concerns from colleagues im- 
mediately after the DACA provi- 
sion from LB 918 was added to LB 
894. 

She said she was asked why the 
amendment did not address other 
immigrants with authorization to 
work in the U.S., whether DACA 
immigrants could participate in 
state and county retirement pro- 
grams and whether noncitizens 
could be allowed to carry guns and 
ammunition. 

Ibach said she welcomed a 
broader discussion about those 
issues and pledged to work on a 
DACA bill over the summer, but 
she said she did not want to jeop- 
ardize her bill now. 


LB 894 would require that a 
candidate for sheriff have alaw en- 
forcement officer certificate. The 
same requirement would apply to 
people appointed as sheriffs. In 
either case, the new sheriff would 
also need to obtain a sheriff’s cer- 
tification once in office. 

The bill was prompted by last 
year’s controversy over a sheriff 
in southwest Nebraska’s Dundy 
County, who was elected in 2022 
without law enforcement certi- 
fication and failed to obtain it in 
office. Voters recalled him by an 
overwhelming margin in Novem- 
ber 2023. 

On the DACA amendment issue, 
Sen. Mike Jacobson of North Platte 


changed his mind after voting for 
the amendment earlier. He said 
Monday he had not realized all the 
implications of the amendment 
but he heard from many constit- 
uents after the vote. 

“The second house made it 
abundantly clear to me they don’t 
like this amendment,” he said. Ne- 
braskans commonly refer to the 
public as the second house to the 
state’s one-house Legislature. 

Some senators defended the 
DACA amendment, however, not- 
ing that other states have passed 
such legislation or are considering 
it. Sen. Mike McDonnell of Omaha 
objected to waiting another year 
and said the provision would help 


with workforce shortages in law 
enforcement now. 

Sen. Terrell McKinney of Omaha 
argued that communities need to 
find creative policies to improve 
law enforcement, especially in 
minority communities. Wayne 
said DACA immigrants would be 
allowed to carry guns for work. 

But Wayne also said that he un- 
derstood Ibach’s position and did 
not want to kill her bill. LB 894 ad- 
vanced to the final round of con- 
sideration after the amendment 
was removed.

The first, at I-80 and Northwest 
48th Street near the Lincoln Air- 
port, opened in 2016. 

The $17.6 million project is 
funded through the Build Ne- 
braska Act, a program begun in 
2013 to fund highways, roads and 
streets across the state by tapping 
a quarter-cent of the state sales 
tax for 20 years. 

The Nebraska Department of 
Transportation plans at least two 
more diverging diamond inter- 
changes near Omaha in the next 
decade or so, said Barbara Gerbi- 
no-Bevins, Nebraska Department 
of Transportation District 2 traf- 
fic engineer for a five-county re- 
gion that includes Douglas and 
Sarpy. Both are along I-80 — at 
Nebraska Highway 370, and at 
Nebraska Highway 50 (144th 
Street). 

It might twist like a strand of 
DNA, but engineers say diverging 
diamond interchanges are safer, 
cheaper and move traffic more 
quickly by eliminating left-turn 
cycles at traffic lights. 

“It seems a little odd,” Gerbi- 
no-Bevins said. “But Nebraska 


has been looking into some of 
the nontraditional interchanges 
after seeing how they work in 
other states. We wanted to see 
if we could reap some of the 
benefits.” 

Nebraskans might never have 
gotten a look at this odd duck of 
an interchange if Gilbert Chle- 
wicki hadn’t been keen on craft- 
ing new types of tracks for his Hot 
Wheels cars when he was a boy. 

“T was always drawing roads 
and intersections,” he said in an 
interview last week. 

That childhood fascination 
grew into an adult interest in de- 
signing real interchanges and in- 
tersections. In 2000, the 23-year- 
old graduate student dreamed up 
the diverging diamond for aterm 
paper in an engineering class at 
the University of Maryland. 

His basic idea was that, by 
crossing traffic to the left, cars 
entering the freeway could sim- 
ply merge left onto the on-ramp 
— without sitting at alight, wait- 
ing to make a left turn. 

“You don’t need left-turn lanes 
anymore,’ said Chlewicki, who 
is now a district traffic engineer 
with the Virginia Department of 
Transportation. 

Within months of turning in 


his paper, he traveled to France — 
and discovered that the diverging 
diamond already was in use there. 
He was glad to see his concept 
validated but a bit disappointed 
to find out he wasn’t the first to 
invent it. 

He continued to champion 
the idea. A breakthrough came 
in 2003, when Chlewicki pre- 
sented a paper on the diverging 
diamond at a traffic symposium 
in California. 

“Some people looked at me like 
I was kind of crazy,’ he recalled. 

But the concept caught the 
attention of an engineer at the 
Federal Highway Administration, 
who studied the idea further and 
began lobbying transportation 
departments around the country 
to build one. 

The Missouri DOT was the first 
to bite. It cut the ribbon on Amer- 
ica’s first diverging diamond 
on Interstate 44 in Springfield, 
Missouri, in June 2009. That 
prompted Popular Science mag- 
azine to list it among the year’s 
top engineering innovations. 

Chlewicki has traveled widely 
promoting the diverging diamond 
to traffic engineers. He said in 
the past 15 years, about 200 have 
been built around the country. 


“It’s beyond my imagination,’ 
he said. 

One such presentation to the 
Nebraska DOT about 10 years 
ago led to the construction of 
the I-80/Northwest 48th Street 
diverging diamond — and, ul- 
timately, to this second one in 
Omaha. 

Chlewicki said concerns about 
the design focus on whether driv- 
ers will become unnerved driving 
to the left and instead veer right, 
into oncoming traffic. 

In practice, he said, that 
doesn’t happen. 

“We do all these little tricks in 
the design,” Chlewicki said. “The 
lane markings, the curving, the 
signs — it’s pretty intuitive when 
you drive it.” 

He said repeated studies have 
validated the safety advantages. 
With no need for left turns, 
crashes are reduced by 35% and 
severe crashes by 70%. 

“Once you realize the cost and 
safety benefits, it’s a no-brainer,” 
Chlewicki said. 

Gerbino-Bevins said the public 
reaction was positive at an NDOT 
open house held in January 2023 
to explain the future interchange. 

“We ended up with a lot of peo- 
ple in the crowd who had seen 


them other places and really liked 
them,” she said. 

NDOT will try to minimize the 
pain during the nine months of 
construction, Gerbino-Bevins 
said. The agency is mindful that 
Methodist Women’s Hospital 
operates an emergency room just 
northeast of the interchange. 

There should be little disrup- 
tion on the busy West Dodge Ex- 
pressway, with any lane paving 
taking place at night. 

On 192nd Street, though, traf- 
fic will be reduced from four lanes 
to two. Temporary traffic signals 
will be placed north and south of 
Dodge. About 27,000 vehicles a 
day pass through the interchange 
on 192nd, according to NDOT 
traffic data. 

“We're keeping all of the ramps 
open during construction,’ 
Gerbino-Bevins said. “That’s a 
high priority for us.” 

Over time, Omahans will need 
to get used to the diverging dia- 
mond concept. Gerbino-Bevins 
said it’s likely to be the model for 
most new and reconstructed in- 
terchanges in the Omaha area in 
the future.

Trump’s lawyers said free- 
ing up cash by offloading some 
of Trump’s properties in a “fire 
sale” would be impractical be- 
cause such cut-rate deals would 
result in massive, irrecoverable 
losses. 

Not mentioned in Trump’s 
court filings Monday was the 
presumptive Republican presi- 
dential nominee’s potential fi- 
nancial windfall from a looming 
deal to put his social media com- 
pany, Trump Media & Technology 
Group, on the stock market. 

A shareholder meeting is 
scheduled for Friday. If the deal 
is approved, Trump would own at 
least 58% of shares in the com- 
pany, which runs his Truth Social 
platform. Depending on share 
price, that could be worth several 
billion dollars. 

Trump asked a full panel of the 
intermediate appeals court, the 
Appellate Division of the state’s 
trial court, to stay the Engoron 
judgment while he appeals. His 
lawyers previously proposed a 
$100 million bond, but Appel- 
late Division Judge Anil C. Singh 
rejected that after an emergency 
hearing on Feb. 28. A stay is a legal 
mechanism pausing collection of 
a judgment during an appeal.

In a court filing last week, Se- 
nior Assistant Solicitor General 
Dennis Fan urged the full ap- 
pellate panel to reject what he 
dubbed the defense’s “trust us” 
argument, contending that with- 
out abond to secure the judgment 
Trump may attempt to evade en- 
forcement at a later date and force 
the state to “expend substantial 
public resources” to collect the 
money owed. 

A full bond is necessary, Fan 
wrote, in part because Trump’s 
lawyers “have never demon- 
strated that Mr. Trump’s liquid 
assets — which may fluctuate 


over time — will be enough to 
satisfy the full amount of this 
judgment following appeal.” 
Trump’s lawyers asked the Ap- 
pellate Division panel to consider 
oral arguments on its request, and 
preemptively sought permission 
to appeal a losing result to the 
state’s highest court, the Court 


of Appeals. 
Singh did grant some of 
Trump’s requests, including 


pausing a three-year ban on him 
seeking loans from New York 
banks. In their court filing Mon- 
day, Trump’s lawyers did not ad- 
dress whether they have sought a

bank loan to cover the cost of the 
judgment or obtain cash for use 
as bond collateral. 

Trump appealed Feb. 26, a few 
days after Engoron’s judgment 
was made official. His lawyers 
have asked the Appellate Divi- 
sion to decide whether Engoron 
“committed errors of law and/or 
fact” and whether he abused his 
discretion or “acted in excess” of 
his jurisdiction. 

Trump wasn’t required to pay 
his penalty or post a bond to ap- 
peal, and filing the appeal did not 
automatically halt enforcement 
of the judgment. Trump would 


receive an automatic stay if he 
were to put up money, assets or 
an appeal bond covering what he 
owes. 

Gary Giulietti, an insurance 
broker friend enlisted by Trump 
to help obtain an appeal bond, 
wrote in an affidavit Monday: “A 
bond of this size is rarely, if ever, 
seen. In the unusual circum- 
stance that a bond of this size is 
issued, it is provided to the largest 
public companies in the world, 
not to individuals or privately 
held businesses.”

“There’s something special about 
March Madness,” said McCarville, 
the assistant athletic director of 
facility operations and events at 
Creighton University, which uses 
the arena for its regular season 
men’s basketball games. 

It has been six years since the 
CHI Health Center hosted the 
NCAA basketball tournament. The 
20-year-old arena has periodically 
hosted NCAA basketball tourna- 
ments dating back to 2008. 

CHI Health Center had been 
slated to host a portion of the 2020 
tournament, but the onset of the 
COVID-19 pandemic canceled that 
year’s event. Since then, McCarville 
said, officials have been preparing 


for this year.

Boy dies of injuries; Gering man charged

A1-year-old child died Saturday 
of injuries he suffered days earlier 
that led to the arrest of a 32-year- 
old Gering man. 

According to a social media post 
by a family member, the child, 
Gideon Lockwood, died at a Col- 
orado hospital, where he had been 
transported after initially being 
treated at Regional West Medical 
Center in Scottsbluff. 

Police arrested a Gering man, 
Tyler Green, Wednesday, accusing 
him in court documents of injur- 
ing the child. Green was arraigned 
in Scotts Bluff County Court later 
Wednesday on charges of commit- 
ting child abuse with intent result- 
ing in injury to a child. He remains 
jailed on $1 million bail. 

Details of the allegations were 
included in an arrest affidavit. The 
affidavit outlines that Gering po- 
lice and medical personnel were 
called to a Gering home where a 
1-year-old child had been reported 
to be vomiting blood. A caller told 
dispatchers that the boy had a lot 
of blood coming out of his mouth 


and had gone 
limp. The caller 
described the boy 
as unresponsive 
but breathing. 

At the scene, 
a Scotts Bluff 
County sheriff’s 
deputy spoke to 
the caller, who was 
identified as Green. Green told the 
deputy that the child had diarrhea 
and “had made a mess on the floor 
and the walls.” He said he had given 
the child a bath to clean him, and 
he had begun vomiting blood. The 
man told the deputy he had called 
for the child’s mother, who was 
downstairs, to bring him his phone 
tocall 911. 

However, according to the arrest 
affidavit, the deputy found Green’s 
story to be inconsistent as he didn’t 
observe any mess from the child 
having suffered from diarrhea or 
water in the bathtub. He did observe 
a drop of blood in the bathroom. 
The deputy also told an investi- 
gating officer that the child had a 
lot of blood around his mouth and 
abruise on the left side of his head.

Medical personnel treating the 
child at Regional West Medical 
Center’s Emergency Room told 
police that he suffered bruising and 
lacerations to his genital area. He 
also had a lowered body tempera- 
ture of 82 degrees. The child had to 
be given a blood transfusion, and 
after a CT scan, he was transported 
to Children’s Hospital in Colorado 
for additional treatment. 

Police interviewed a Regional 
West doctor who told police that 
the boy had suffered a crushing 
injury to his genital area and lacer- 
ations. He suffered several contu- 
sions and hematomas to his face, 
lower back and chest. The doctor 
said he also had observed bruising 
on the child’s buttocks and legs. 
The boy suffered internal injuries 
with bruising to the lungs, as well 
as blood in his lungs. A CT scan 
showed that the child had suffered 
ahypoxic brain injury, which would 
be caused by the the child’s brain 
not getting enough oxygen, police 
said in the arrest affidavit. 

According to the arrest affidavit, 
the doctor told police “the mech- 
anism of injury appeared inten- 


tional” and “that the amount of 
bruising ... would be on par to hav- 
ing the child put in a clothes dryer 
and turned on.” 

Police arrested Green at his home 
and interviewed him at the Gering 
Police Department. They also in- 
terviewed the child’s mother, who 
told police that Green and she had 
been drinking earlier in the evening 
and that he had an altercation with 
his former wife. The woman told 
police she had gone to bed and was 
awakened to Green screaming. She 
said she observed him holding the 
child, wrapped in a towel. She said 
she and Green then called 911. 

Green also allegedly told police 
that he had been the one caring 
for the child and that the child’s 
mother had been downstairs when 
the injuries would have occurred. 

The Star-Herald has reached 
out to Scotts Bluff County Attor- 
ney Dave Eubanks to see whether 
the County Attorney’s Office will 
amend its charges after the death 
of the boy but hasn’t heard back. 

Green is scheduled to appear in 
court March 28 for a preliminary 
hearing.

Head-on collision 
kills Schuyler man 


A 20-year-old man died 
Saturday in a head-on colli- 
sion on Nebraska Highway 15 
near Schuyler. 

Jovel Carreto of Schuy- 
ler was pronounced dead at 
CHI Health Schuyler. The 
two-vehicle crash occurred 
at 1:25 p.m. about two miles 
south of Schuyler, according 
to statement from the Butler 
County Sheriff’s Office.

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Court extends 
block on Texas 
migrant law 


WASHINGTON — The 
Supreme Court on Monday 
continued to block, for now, 
a Texas law that would give 
police broad powers to arrest 
migrants suspected of illegally 
entering the U.S. while the le- 
gal battle it sparked over im- 
migration authority plays out. 

A one-page order signed by 
Justice Samuel Alito indef- 
initely prevents Texas from 
enforcing a sweeping state 
immigration enforcement law 
that had been set to take effect 
this month. The language of 
the order strongly suggests 
the court will take additional 
action, but it is unclear when. 

It marks the second time 
Alito has extended a pause on 
the law, known as Senate Bill 
4, which the Justice Depart- 
ment has argued would step 
on the federal government’s 
immigration powers. 


Court rejects 
official’s appeal 
of Jan. 6 ban 


WASHINGTON — The Su- 
preme Court rejected an ap- 
peal Monday from a former 
New Mexico county commis- 
sioner who was kicked out of 
office over his participation in 
the Jan. 6, 2021, insurrection 
at the U.S. Capitol. 

Former Otero County Com- 
missioner Couy Griffin, a 
cowboy pastor who rode to 
national political fame by em- 
bracing then-President Don- 
ald Trump, is the only elected 
official thus far to be banned 
from office in connection with 
the Capitol attack. 

At a 2022 trial in state dis- 
trict court, Griffin received 
the first disqualification from 
office in more than a century 
under a provision of the 14th 
Amendment written to pre- 
vent former Confederates 
from serving in government 
after the Civil War. 

Though the Supreme Court 
ruled this month that states 
don’t have the ability to bar 
Trump or other candidates for 
federal offices from the bal- 
lot, the justices said different 
rules apply to state and local 
candidates.

Justices talk free speech 


GOP-led states argued that 
Democrats stifled views of 
conservatives

WASHINGTON — The Supreme 
Court seemed likely Monday to 
side with the Biden administration 
in a dispute with Republican-led 
states over how far the federal gov- 
ernment can go to combat contro- 
versial social media posts on topics 
including COVID-19 and election 
security in a case that could set 
standards for free speech in the 
digital age. 
The justices seemed broadly 
skeptical during nearly two hours 
of arguments that a lawyer for 


Louisiana, Missouri and other 
parties presented accusing offi- 
cials in the Democratic admin- 
istration of leaning on the social 
media platforms to unconstitu- 
tionally suppress conservative 
points of view. 

Lower courts sided with the 
states, but the Supreme Court 
blocked those rulings while it con- 
siders the issue. 

Several justices said they were 
concerned that routine interac- 
tions between government offi- 
cials and the platforms could be 
affected by a ruling for the states. 

In one example, Justice Amy 
Coney Barrett expressed surprise 
when Louisiana Solicitor General 
J. Benjamin Aguifiaga questioned 
whether the FBI could call Face- 
book and X (formerly Twitter) 


to encourage them to take down 
posts that maliciously released 
someone’s personal information 
without permission — the practice 
known as doxxing. 

“Do you know how often the 
FBI makes those calls?” Barrett 
asked, suggesting they happen 
frequently. 

Justice Brett Kavanaugh also 
signaled that aruling for the states 
would mean that “traditional, ev- 
eryday communications would 
suddenly be deemed problematic.” 

Monday’s social media case was 
among several the court is consid- 
ering that affect companies in the 
context of free speech. 

Justices also appeared recep- 
tive Monday to National Rifle 
Association claims that a former 
New York state official violated its 


free-speech rights by pressuring 
banks and insurance companies to 
blacklist the group after the deadly 
school shooting in Parkland, Flor- 
ida. 

The NRA sued former New York 
State Department of Financial 
Services superintendent Maria 
Vullo, who the group says used her 
regulatory power to economically 
punish the group for its gun-rights 
stance in violation of the First 
Amendment. 

The Biden administration 
backed some of the NRA’s claims 
and encouraged the high court to 
reverse a lower court decision to 
toss out the suit. The NRA is be- 
ing represented by a group often 
on the other end of the political 
spectrum: The American Civil 
Liberties Union.

Netanyahu to send officials to US 


UN food organization 
says famine ‘imminent’ in 
north part of Gaza

Israeli Prime Minister Benja- 
min Netanyahu agreed Monday to 
send a team of Israeli officials to 
Washington to discuss a prospec- 
tive Rafah operation with Biden 
administration officials, White 
House national security adviser 
Jake Sullivan said. 

The agreement to hold talks 
about Rafah came as Biden and 
Netanyahu spoke Monday, their 


first interaction in more than a 
month, as the divide has grown 
between allies over the food cri- 
sis in Gaza and Israel’s conduct 
during the war, according to the 
White House. 

The White House is skeptical 
of Netanyahu’s plan to carry out 
an operation in the southern city 
of Rafah, where about 1.5 million 
displaced Palestinians are shel- 
tering, as Israel looks to eliminate 
the Hamas militant organization. 

Sullivan said Biden urged Ne- 
tanyahu not to carry out a Rafah 
operation. At the coming talks, he 
said U.S. officials will lay out “an 
alternative approach that would 
target key Hamas elements in 
Rafah and secure the Egypt-Gaza 


border without a major ground 
invasion.” 

The World Food Program 
warned Monday that “famine 
is imminent” in northern Gaza, 
where 70% of the remaining 
population is experiencing cata- 
strophic hunger, and that a fur- 
ther escalation of the war could 
push about half of Gaza’s popu- 
lation to the brink of starvation. 

The European Union’s top dip- 
lomat said the impending famine 
was “entirely man-made” as 
“starvation is used as a weapon 
of war.” 

Meanwhile, Israeli forces 
meanwhile launched another 
raid on the Gaza Strip’s largest 
hospital early Monday, claiming 


Hamas militants fired on them 
from inside the Shifa Hospital 
compound. 

Clashes continued all day in 
and around the hospital, where 
Palestinian officials say tens of 
thousands of people have been 
sheltering. 

The army last raided Shifa Hos- 
pital in November after claiming 
that Hamas maintained an elab- 
orate command center within and 
beneath the facility. The mili- 
tary revealed a tunnel leading to 
underground rooms, as well as 
weapons it said were found in- 
side the hospital, but the evidence 
fell short of the earlier claims and 
critics accused the army of reck- 
lessly endangering civilians. 


EPA bans the last form 
of asbestos used in US 


Deadly carcinogen is 
still legal decades after a 
partial ban enacted

WASHINGTON — The Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency 
announced a comprehensive ban 
Monday on asbestos, a carcino- 
gen that kills tens of thousands of 
Americans every year but is still 
used in some chlorine bleach, 
brake pads and other products. 

The final rule marks a major 
expansion of EPA regulation 
under a landmark 2016 law that 
overhauled regulations govern- 
ing tens of thousands of toxic 
chemicals in everyday products. 

The new rule would ban chrys- 


otile asbestos, the only ongoing 
use of asbestos in the U.S. 

EPA Administrator Michael 
Regan called the final rule a ma- 
jor step to protect public health. 

“With today’s ban, EPA is 
finally slamming the door on 
a chemical so dangerous that 
it has been banned in over 50 
countries,’ Regan said. “This 
historic ban is more than 30 years 
in the making, and it’s thanks 
to amendments that Congress 
made in 2016 to fix the Toxic 
Substances Control Act,” the 
main U.S. law governing use of 
chemicals. 

Exposure to asbestos is known 
to cause lung cancer, mesothe- 
lioma and other cancers, and it 
is linked to more than 40,000 
deaths in the U.S. each year. 


Trump wants Georgia 
district attorney gone 


Former president and 
others seek to appeal 
decision to keep Willis

dent Donald Trump and other 
defendants in Georgia’s election 
interference case filed court pa- 
pers Monday seeking to appeal a 
judge’s ruling not to disqualify 
Fulton County District Attorney 
Fani Willis from their prosecution 
or dismiss the charges. 

The resignation of the special 
prosecutor with whom Willis had 
a romantic relationship is not 
enough to correct the appear- 
ance of impropriety the judge 
found, according to a court filing 


by attorneys for Trump, former 
New York Mayor Rudy Giuliani, 
former White House chief of staff 
Mark Meadows and five other de- 
fendants. 

The filing asks Fulton County 
Superior Court Judge Scott 
McAfee to grant a certificate that 
would allow his decision to be re- 
viewed by the Georgia Court of 
Appeals. A spokesman for Willis 
said the district attorney’s office 
couldn’t comment. 

McAfee ruled Friday that spe- 
cial prosecutor Nathan Wade had 
to leave the case or Willis couldn’t 
continue to pursue the charges. 
Wade later resigned, allowing 
Willis to remain on the most 
sprawling of four criminal cases 
against the likely GOP nominee 
in the 2024 presidential election. 
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Israel urges UN to

THE HAGUE, Nether- 
lands — Israel has urged 
the top U.N. court to reject

Fed likely to preach 
patience on rate cuts

WASHINGTON — Across the 
United States, many people are 
eagerly anticipating the Federal 
Reserve’s first cut to its bench- 
mark interest rate this year. 

Prospective home buyers 
hope for lower mortgage rates. 
Wall Street traders envision 
higher stock prices. Consumers 
are looking for a break on credit 
card debt at record-high interest 
rates. 

Not to mention President Joe 
Biden, whose re-election cam- 
paign would likely benefit from 
an economic jolt stemming from 
lower borrowing rates. 

Yet Chair Jerome Powell and 
his fellow Fed officials are ex- 
pected to play it safe when they 
meet his week, keeping their rate 
unchanged for a fifth straight 
time and signaling that they 
still need further evidence that 
inflation is returning sustainably 
to their 2% target. 

The Fed’s cautious approach 
illustrates what’s unusual about 
this round of potential rate cuts. 
Vincent Reinhart, chief econo- 
mist at Dreyfus-Mellon and a 
former Fed economist, notes 
that the Fed typically cuts rates 
quickly as the economy deteri- 
orates in an often-futile effort to 
prevent a recession. 

But this time, the economy 
is still healthy. The Fed is con- 
sidering rate cuts only because 
inflation has steadily fallen from 
a peak of 9.1% in June 2022. As 
a result, it is approaching rate 
cuts the way it usually does rate 
hikes: Slowly and methodically, 
while trying to divine the econo- 
my’s direction from often-con- 
flicting data. 

“The Fed is driving events, not 
events driving the Fed,” Reinhart 
said. “That’s why this task is dif- 
ferent than others.” 

The central bank’s policymak- 
ers said after their last meeting 
in January that they needed 
“greater confidence” that infla- 
tion was cooling decisively to- 


ward their 2% target. Since then, 
the government has issued two 
inflation reports that showed the 
pace of price increases remain- 
ing sticky-high. 

In most respects, the U.S. 
economy remains remarkably 
healthy. Employers keep hir- 
ing, unemployment remains 
low, the stock market is hov- 
ering near record highs and 
inflation has plummeted from 
its highs. Yet average prices 
remain much higher than they 
were before the pandemic — 
a source of unhappiness for 
many Americans for which 
Republicans have sought to pin 
blame on Biden. 

Excluding volatile food and 
energy costs, so-called core 
prices rose at a monthly pace 
of 0.4% in both January and 
February, a pace far higher than 
is consistent with the Fed’s in- 
flation target. Compared with 
a year earlier, core prices rose 
3.8% in February. Core prices 
are considered a good signal 
of where inflation is likely 
headed. 

But in February, a measure of 
housing costs slowed, a notable 
trend because housing is among 
the “stickiest” price categories 
that the government tracks. At 
the same time, more volatile 
categories, like clothing, used 
cars and airline tickets, drove 
up prices in February, and they 
may well reverse course in com- 
ing months. 

“Nothing about those two 
data prints made you feel sub- 
stantially better about” inflation 
reaching the Fed’s target soon, 
said Seth Carpenter, chief global 
economist at Morgan Stanley 
and also a former Fed econo- 
mist. “But it’s not at all enough 
to make you change your view 
on the fundamental direction 
of travel” for inflation. 

Indeed, several Fed officials 
have said in recent speeches 
that they expect inflation to keep 
declining this year, though likely 
more slowly than in 2023.

NEW YORK — U.S. stocks rose 
Monday ahead of a busy week for 
central banks around the world 
that could dictate where interest 
rates go. 

The S&P 500 added 32.33 points, 
or 0.6%, to 5,149.42, coming off its 
first back-to-back weekly losses 
since October. At one point during 
the day, it was on track to surpass 
its all-time closing high set last 
week. 

The Dow Jones Industrial Av- 
erage rose 75.66, or 0.2%, to 
38,790.43, and the Nasdaq com- 
posite gained 130.27, or 0.8%, to 
16,103.45. 

The highlight for Wall Street 


rates, which ends Wednesday. The 
widespread expectation is for the 
central bank to hold its main inter- 
est rate steady at its highest level 
since 2001. 

But Fed officials will also give 
updated forecasts for where they 
see interest rates heading this year 
and in the long run. They earlier 
penciled in three cuts to rates this 
year, which would relieve pressure 
on the economy and financial sys- 
tem. 

Recent reports on inflation have 
consistently been coming in worse 
than expected, though. That could 
force the Fed to trim how many rate 
cuts it foresees delivering this year. 


where stock prices have already 
run up partly on expectations for 
lower rates. Treasury yields in the 
bond market have also eased since 
last autumn on such expectations, 
though they’ve pared those losses 
on worries about stubbornly high 
inflation. 

It’s possible that the Fed could 
keep its main interest rate near its 
current level throughout this year, 
according to Joe Davis, Vanguard’s 
chief global economist. The invest- 
ment giant recently raised its base- 
line outlook for the U.S. economy 
to see no recession in 2024, but it 
also raised its forecast slightly for 
underlying inflation trends.

Giants sign Snell 


Two-time Cy Young Award 
winner Blake Snell and the San 
Francisco Giants have agreed to 
a $62 million, two-year contract, 
aperson familiar with the negoti- 
ations told the Associated Press. 

The person spoke on condition 
of anonymity because the agree- 
ment was subject to a successful 
physical. Snell has the right to opt 
out after this season and become 
a free agent. 

Snell gets a $17 million signing 
bonus payable on Jan. 15, 2026, 
and a $15 million salary this year. 

A 30-year-old left-hander, 
Snell is 71-55 with a 3.20 ERA in 
191 starts over eight major league 
seasons, winning Cy Youngs in 
2018 with Tampa Bay and last 
year with San Diego. 

Snell agreed to the deal 10 days 
before the opener at the Padres, 
setting up the possibility of Snell 
making his Giants debut against 
his former club. He joins a rota- 
tion that includes right-handers 
Logan Webb and Jordan Hicks 
and left-hander Kyle Harrison. 

The addition of Snell is another 
big move for a San Francisco team 
that gave South Korean outfielder 
Jung Hoo Lee a $113 million, six- 
year contract, signed Hicks to a 
$44 million, four-year deal and 
outfielder Jorge Soler to a $42 
million, three-year contract.

SI will continue 


Sports Illustrated will continue 
operations after the company 
that owns the brand agreed with 
anew publisher for its print and 
digital products. 

Minute Media took over on 
Monday after reaching a licens- 
ing agreement with Authentic 
Brands Group. On Jan. 19, Au- 
thentic announced that it was 
revoking The Arena Group’s pub- 
lishing license after Arena failed 
to make a quarterly payment. 

Authentic had been in negoti- 
ations with Arena, Minute Media 
and other publishing entities over 
the past two months. 

Authentic will acquire an eq- 
uity stake in Minute Media, which 
also publishes the online sites The 
Players’ Tribune, FanSided and 
90min. Other terms, including 
the length of the deal, were not 
announced. 

What this means for the writ- 
ers and others who produce 
Sports Illustrated remains to be 
seen. Minute Media will begin 
meeting with SI employees over 
the next couple of weeks as it de- 
termines how much of the staff it 
willretain, according to a person 
with knowledge of the transition. 
The person spoke to the Associ- 
ated Press on condition of ano- 
nymity because the person was 
not authorized to speak publicly 
about them.

Make it 10 wins in the last 12 
games for Nebraska (13-5) as it 
continues its homestand with two 
more midweek games, including 
one against in-state foe UNO on 
Tuesday. 

Quality options continue to bea 
theme in the bullpen — 10 relievers 
combined for a 3.21 ERA in 14 in- 
nings to help NU sweep Nicholls. 
“We can go about it so many dif- 
ferent directions,” junior pitcher 
Jackson Brockett said. “If we need 
to doa different guy every inning, 
we have the depth for it. We have 
every guy possible.” 

Coach Will Bolt said crafting a 
lineup card remains challenging 
on a per-game basis. Will Walsh 
became the latest complication 
when the righty-hitting first base- 
man — and left-handed starting 
pitcher — produced a pair of home 
runs and eight RBIs in two games. 
Dylan Hufft earned a Sunday start 
at shortstop to give the slumping 
Dylan Carey a breather and went 2 
for 3 while playing error-free de- 
fense. NU continues to be liberal 
with making in-game moves and 
has the freedom to play matchups 
based on trends or handedness. 
“We’re not afraid to use pinch 
hitters, we’re not afraid to bring 
guys off the bench because we 
don’t feel like there’s any drop-off 
there,” Bolt said. “They know even 
if their name is not necessarily in 
the starting lineup that they’ve got 
an opportunity to get in and im- 
pact the game.” 

The Mavs (3-15) may find a way 
to win close games, but it hasn’t 
happened much yet. The team is 
2-10 in contests decided by three 
runs or fewer, including two in a 
series loss to North Dakota State 
last weekend. Pitching (5.89 ERA, 
154th nationally) and defense (.965 
fielding percentage, 178th) haven’t 
been the culprit as much as the of- 
fense (4.4 runs per game, 273rd) 
which features only one batter 
with a batting average above .300 
in Noah Greise (.364). 

UNO has found a bit more suc- 
cess of late, going 3-3 after an 0-12

Interim A.D. aims to keep NU moving in right direction

LINCOLN — A text from a Ne- 
braska coach served as the first 
alert to Dennis Leblanc that his 
week was about to be turned up- 
side down. 

“I was just relaxing when I got 
a text from (baseball coach) Will 
Bolt saying, ‘Hey is this true?’ and 
I didn’t have any idea what he was 
talking about,” Leblanc said. 

Soon, the topic became very 
clear — Athletic Director Trev 
Alberts’ potential departure to 
Texas A&M. By the end of the day 
Alberts had officially left for the 
SEC program, and Nebraska In- 
terim President Chris Kabourek 
had called to ask if Leblanc would 
be interested in filling Alberts’ role 
on an interim basis. 

Leblanc, Nebraska’s executive 
associate athletic director for ac- 
ademics, quickly agreed to serve as 
interim athletic director. 

“I said absolutely because I love 
this place,’ Leblanc said on the 
Huskers Radio Network’s monthly 


athletic director show. “... It’s an 
honor and privilege to be asked to 
step in during this time.” 

It’s been a busy few days for 
Leblanc since stepping into the 
new role on Thursday. Conver- 
sations with coaches, alumni and 
athletic department staffers all 
served as important opportunities 
for Leblanc to affirm that Nebraska 
will be fine moving forward under 
new leadership. 

Leblanc said he told the coaches 
to stay the course because they’re 
the experts in each sport. As for 
the athletic department, Leblanc 
said Alberts built a talented execu- 
tive staff with experienced people 
in place throughout. 

Reassuring alumni and donors 
of a stable future may have been 
another important topic. Several 
months before Alberts left for 
Texas A&M, he launched a $450 
million renovation project to Me- 
morial Stadium which was ap- 
proved by the Nebraska Board of 
the Regents. 

With much of the project’s 


funding coming from private 
donors and athletic department 
funds, fundraising efforts will 
need to continue under new lead- 
ership. 

“We're going to be OK, anda 
lot of it is because of all those fans 
that are out there,” Leblanc said. “I 
have a chance to visit with almost 
every recruit that comes on this 
campus, and our fans are one of 
the most important selling points 
we have at Nebraska. Not only be- 
cause they show up, but because of 
the beautiful facilities we have as 
far as them being generous.” 

“I would just say, ‘Keep doing 
what you’re doing and know that 
there are many great people in 
place to make sure this is continu- 
ing to move in the right direction?” 

The change in athletic director 
comes at a busy time for Nebraska. 
Mentioning the two NCAA tour- 
nament-bound basketball teams, 
plus athletes from the wrestling 
and swim and dive teams going 
to nationals, Leblanc said there’s 
considerable “momentum” pres- 


ent at Nebraska. 

Leblanc also sees progress 
within the football program, 
where he appreciates the energy 
and commitment that coach Matt 
Rhule and his support staff con- 
tinue to show. 

“I think Nebraska is so fortunate 
to have him leading our football 
program,” Leblanc said of Rhule. 
“Tve seen him build the culture of 
his team, and I’ve seen it from the 
inside out, (because) I get achance 
to communicate with the players a 
lot and they absolutely love coach 
Rhule ... I am so fired up about Ne- 
braska football and coach Rhule.” 

A flood of positive messages 
and well-wishing reached Leb- 
lanc soon after his appointment 
became public. Nebraska’s interim 
athletic director said he appreci- 
ated them all — and his response to 
their support was the same. 

“I am going to give every ounce 
of energy in this body to keep the 
Husker ship sailing in the right 
direction while I have this oppor- 
tunity,” Leblanc said. 


Alberts’ perspective on college sports appealed to A&M

COLLEGE STATION, Texas — Six 
weeks into his first athletic director 
position, Trev Alberts approached 
then UNO Chancellor John Chris- 
tensen with a question. 

What would define victory for 
Alberts in his new position? 

He knew what wins looked like 
in his previous careers, as an NFL 
linebacker and a sports media per- 
sonality. But, beyond raising money 
and hiring and firing coaches, what 
does winning look like for an ath- 
letic director? 

His charge became building a 
financially stable, 25-year plan for 
the UNO athletic department, with 
which he ultimately accomplished 
in his 12-year tenure with little prior 
knowledge in the realm of business. 

Nearly 15 years later, Alberts was 
announced as the newest athletic 
director at Texas A&M and carries 
an immediate task of bringing the 
Aggie athletic department into the 
rapidly approaching new business 
landscape of college athletics. 
Now, thanks to relationships de- 
veloped and past experiences, he 
approaches the future with a mind 
for business. 

“Now, more than ever before, we 
run a business and I know that’s 


really uncomfortable in our space, 
because that’s not why a lot of us 
got into this, right?” Alberts said 
during his introductory event in 
the Kyle Field Hall of Champions on 
Monday. “But we’re going to run a 
business and we’re going to run as 
clean and disciplined of a business 
as we possibly can. But rest assured, 
we will never compromise our val- 
ues in support of student-athletes, 
because you can do both.” 

Having this finger on the pulse of 
the future of college athletics, plus a 
special business savvy is one of the 
leading factors in why A&M Pres- 
ident Mark Welsh, along with the 
search committee, decided Alberts 
was his man. 

“We think that was one of the re- 
quirements we put a box (around) 
when we began the search,” Welsh 
said. “He looks at things a little bit 
different than a lot of the other ath- 
letic directors looked at the busi- 
ness of college athletics and how 
it needs to adjust in the future. I 
don’t think he or anybody knows 
what the right answer is yet, but 
he is certainly willing to explore the 
possibilities. The discussion we had 
with him on that side impressed ev- 
erybody in the interview.” 

It was a difficult decision for 
Alberts to leave his alma mater, 


Nebraska, where he won the Dick 
Butkus Award and was a consen- 
sus first-team All-American. In 
his nearly three years in Lincoln 
he began the process of a stadium 
renovation for Memorial Stadium 
and brought national attention to 
the sport of volleyball with a game 
played in the football venue in front 
of the largest crowd for a women’s 
athletics event. 

“I wasn’t looking to leave (Ne- 
braska),” Alberts said. “I have been 
associated with that university for a 
long, long time. As I said in the pre- 
vious press conference (Monday), 
that’s a place that changed my life. 
Other than my faith and my family, 
most everything I have today I owe 
to the University of Nebraska.” 

It was the leadership at A&M, 
namely Welsh, who convinced 
him Aggieland was the next stop in 
his journey. Nebraska has been in 
a period of turnover in leadership, 
hiring Chancellor Rodney Bennett 
last summer and currently in the 
process of hiring a new university 
president. Alberts shot down the 
idea that leadership turnover was 
areason for his departure. 

“There isn’t any scenario that I 
can think of or imagine where this 
place doesn’t have the opportunity 
— with alignment, leadership, hard 


work and focus, a little discipline 
and accountability — that they 
can’t be a leader,” he said. “Not ev- 
ery institution can say that. And I 
want to be very careful — I’m not 
saying that Nebraska isn’t that ei- 
ther. That’s not what I’m inferring 
or implying. ... What I’m saying is, 
based on where some of this could 
and very likely may go, not every 
institution can say that.” 

There was a versatility needed 
in Alberts’ start in athletic depart- 
ment administration nearly two 
decades ago at UNO. His challenge 
now will be leading a malleable ath- 
letic department in whatever finan- 
cial future might come. 

“The hardest part is, most of the 
folks growing up in college athlet - 
ics are a part of the college athletics 
ecosystem that is used to a certain 
way of doing business,” he said. 
“It’s no different at the University 
of Nebraska and it’s probably no 
different here. The ability of insti- 
tutions to adapt and adjust to that 
change and be nimble, the quicker 
yow’re able to get there, the more 
reasonable the opportunity to be 
successful competitively. Change 
is going to happen. It’s going to be 
hard. It won’t be fun. It’ll be un- 
comfortable. That’s the reality we 
live in.” 
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heard from leadership including Gov. 
Jim Pillen, Nebraska Interim Presi- 
dent Chris Kabourek, former coach 
Tom Osborne and multiple donors, 
among others. 

“This is an opportunity for us to 
look at everything within our ath- 
letic department, maybe even our 
university, and how can we be bet- 
ter?’ Rhule said. “Because this is an 
amazing place.” 

Rhule backed the notion by re- 
minding that his son, Bryant, will 
be attending the university this year. 
His wife, Julie, is opening a business 
in south Lincoln. Rhule — hired 16 
months earlier by Alberts and al- 
so- departed NU President Ted Car- 
ter — said he’s encountered “amaz- 
ing” people on campus and around 
the state since his arrival. 

He’s also heard from members 
of the national media reaching out 
to ask about his contract situation. 
Nothing, he said, could be further 
from his mind. 

“T’m here and I am all in and Julie 
is all in? Rhule said of himself and 
his wife. “Yeah, I loved Ted Carter, 
I love Trev and I came because of 
them. But I came to be at the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska. And I love the 
people that I’ve met and we’re not 
going anywhere unless you guys kick 
us out.” 


Rhule called Alberts and his wife, 
Angela, “class, class people” and 
the business “hard” because of its 
transient nature. Alberts, Rhule 
said, “will be a friend of mine for- 
ever.” Alberts also did what the next 
full-time Husker leaders must — be 
forward-thinking about the future 
of college athletics. 

One example was Alberts planning 
for a reality that could include po- 
tential revenue sharing with players 
years sooner than many expected. 
The $450 million renovation project 
in South Stadium came about witha 
goal of modernizing the game expe- 
rience for fans who have other ways 
to spend their fall Saturdays. 

“We don’t have major problems,” 
Rhule said. “We have an unbeliev- 
able athletic department. We have 
an unbelievable opportunity. But we 
must have vision for the future for 20 
years for now. And that’s what Trev 
had — make no mistake.” 

Alberts, in an interview with The 
World-Herald last Thursday, was 
effusive in his praise of Rhule as the 
head of Husker football moving for- 
ward. 

“Matt Rhule is the right coach at 
Nebraska andis going to be massively 
successful?’ Alberts said. “They 
just need to allow him to continue 
executing his vision. Matt has an 
absolute blueprint of success. He’s 
changed the culture of the football 
program. He’s had an immense im- 
pact on the culture of the rest of the 


department. He’s a game-changer.” 

The next permanent athletic di- 
rector also needs to be dynamic, 
Rhule said, a “doer” who has “un- 
believable urgency” at a pivotal time 
in college athletics. Alberts was 
that, showing up to work each day 
at 7 a.m. ina suit and tie. His A.D. at 
Temple, Pat Kraft - now the A.D. at 
Penn State — also was a daily grinder 
alongside him. 

Rhule said he wants an A.D. who 
will fight in committees in the Big 
Ten and NCAA. The coach said he 
was upset that the Nebraska men’s 
and women’s basketball teams were 
selected to face Texas A&M in their 
NCAA tournaments this week, 
taking away from moments and 
storylines that should be about the 
teams and not administrative hap- 
penings. 

Rhule also recounted his early 
months at Temple amid an A.D. 
change. Bill Bradshaw hired him 
in December 2012 and the coach 
learned of his retirement that off- 
season. He worked under anew boss 
in Kevin Clark and later Kraft, who 
remains a good friend. 

Rhule would be “grateful” to 
provide feedback. But he also un- 
derstands decisions will need to be 
made. 

“Tjust believe in my life through all 
the things that I’ve been through, the 
right people have always shown up,” 
Rhule said. “And when they haven’t, 
they haven’t.”

On the Wednesday that Alberts 
left last week, Rhule released a post 
on social media of Nebraska foot- 
ball highlights playing over Paul 
Harvey’s “So God Made A Farmer” 
speech. Rhule, a New York City na- 
tive, said his intent was to remind 
that he came to Nebraska chiefly for 
its ethos of growth and investment. 

“It’s basically to say that I came 
here for a purpose,” Rhule said. “I 
didn’t just come here for people. I’ve 
met amazing people. But I’m here 
for that reason. And I’m looking for 
players that are here for that reason 
— that want to build something, that 
want to leave something.” 

So Nebraska must be “unabashed” 
inits desire to be the best, Rhule said. 
No worrying about optics or what 
others say. The coach recently vis- 
ited Georgia and had nutrition per- 
sonnel learning about processes at 
Florida and Alabama — the Huskers 
must retake their status as trendset - 
ters and innovators. 

Maybe a transition like this is the 
pivot point, he said. It needs to be. 

“This is a well-run athletic de- 
partment and this is a good place,” 
Rhule said. “I know (Alberts) has al- 
lowed me to do the things I think are 
necessary. He’s left the place better 
than he’s found it. I think it’s an un- 
believable, unbelievable opportunity 
for us to move forward.”

Is that forever? Nothing is 
forever. Huskers fans know that

They didn’t need to hear 
forever on Monday. They just 
needed to hear from the coach. 
They needed to know he wants to 
be here and is dedicated to fin- 
ishing the job he just began. 

What he gave them was huge 
portions of comfort food, with 
gravy. 

Rhule appeared at a press con- 
ference to talk about spring prac- 
tice, which begins next week. But 
based on the events of last week, 
this wasn’t about spring ball. 

Rhule knew it. Everyone knew 
it. 

This was a State of the Union 
address. A State of the Huskers. 

State of the Rhule. 

The preacher’s kid had an 
opening message prepared. He 
knew this couldn’t come ina 
statement. He knew this couldn’t 
be a short answer to a question 
and then move on to the quarter- 
backs. 

And he knew he had to deliver. 

He did. Rhule knocked it out of 
the park. He hit all the right notes 
with an ample amount of passion 
and vision and sales pitch. 

It was just what the fans 
needed to hear at this moment. 

But it struck me that Rhule’s 
speech wasn’t just for the fans. 

This was for prospective ath- 
letic directors across the land- 
scape — and anyone else out 
there wondering what in the wide 
world of sports was going on at 
Nebraska. 

When the governor of Ne- 
braska points fingers at the 
regents and blames them for a 
popular athletic director leaving, 


things look dysfunctional. 

Rhule reinserted some function 
and sanity into the conversation. 
And it was much needed. 

The coach said, “We don’t have 
major problems. We have an un- 
believable athletic department. 
We have an unbelievable oppor- 
tunity” 

This was the head football 
coach, the face of the depart- 
ment, talking. For all of those 
would-be A.D.s, this was the 
man you would come to work 
with. 

It looked pretty enticing. Hey, 
the man can coach and make an 
A.D. look good, too. 

Rhule said he wanted an A.D. 
who will fight in the trenches, a 
“doer” with an “unbelievable ur- 
gency” to get better. 

He said this was an opportu- 
nity for NU to look inward and 
become better. He talked about 
his desire to build something 
based on growth and investment, 
much like the people of Ne- 
braska. 

And he said he’d love to give 
feedback, but he’s not looking to 
name the next A.D. He’s worked 
with different A.D.s, and most 
of the time the right people have 
shown up. 

It was the opposite of dysfunc- 
tion. It was the opposite of cryp- 
tic word games. 

It was plain talk. 

It was meant for Nebraska fans 
and anyone out in prospect land 
who happened to be paying at- 
tention. 

It was delivered by a coach who 
is invested in a place. A coach 
who is nervous or doesn’t want 
to be here anymore doesn’t give 
that speech. 

“I’m fired up to be here,” Rhule 
told me afterward. “My wife is 
opening up a Drybar downtown. 
This was a family move for us. 
We’ll weather the good and 
weather the bad.” 


I’m no weatherman. But I saw 
some sun on Monday. 

Stadium renovation: Based 
on conversations I’ve had with 
some donors over the weekend, I 
wouldn’t be surprised to see the 
Memorial Stadium renovation 
project be put on hold for a while. 

Nobody wants to saddle a new 
A.D. with that. 

Frozen Faceoff: The sports 
columnist makes excuses for the 
hockey team. And the hockey 
team says no thanks, we got this. 

UNO busted through the bar- 
rier on the NCHC playoff road on 
Sunday night. 

It’s one of the most memorable 
Mav hockey wins by one of the 
most memorable teams. 

I say let’s remember them with 
a Frozen Faceoff banner at Baxter 
Arena. And they aren’t done yet. 

Fidler’s transfer: Frankie 
Fidler entered the transfer portal 
on Monday. 

That’s not a surprise. 

And that doesn’t mean Fidler 
is leaving UNO. Athletes in the 
portal can come back. 

It’s the equivalent of an athlete 
dipping his toe in free agency, to 
gauge interest and money. Then 
compare it to UNO. 

I still think Fidler wants to 
be at UNO. But the kids owe it 
to themselves to see what’s out 
there. It’s the smart thing to do. 

Portal schedule: The transfer 
portal shouldn’t open the day af- 
ter Selection Sunday.

Praise for Omaha: An old 
friend is in town this week. Tim 
Allen, longtime assistant com- 
missioner of the Big Eight and 
Big 12 conferences, is here as 
the NCAA staff representative 
for Omaha’s NCAA tournament 
games. 

Allen has worked as tourna- 
ment manager for nearly 20 first- 
round and regional sites. He’s 
worked on the staff of the Final 
Four for 30 years. 

And he’s discovered what we 
already know: the CHI Health 
Center and convention center 
is one of the great facilities for 
hosting NCAA basketball. 

“The setup is probably among 
the top that I’ve ever been in,”

before a breakout junior season 
when he showed more strength 
around the basket.

Young QBs 
made good 
impression 
in offseason

LINCOLN — Days start early in 
the high-stakes world of college 
football. 

Coaches often arrive at the facil- 
ity in the early hours of the morn- 
ing before the sunrises, with play- 
ers trickling in soon after. 

When Nebraska coach Matt 
Rhule observed the players who’ve 
regularly been in the Huskers’ ath- 
letic facility during those morning 
hours, he was impressed to see 
freshman quarterbacks Dylan Rai- 
olaand Daniel Kaelin among them. 

“They’ve done a great job,’ 
Rhule said Monday. “You can 
see a fire and competitiveness in 
Dylan. He wants to be at the top 
and he’s chomping at the bit. He’s 
in there at 6 o’clock in the morn- 
ing throwing balls before his lift at 
10:30. You can see it in Danny, he 
comes in andis working on football 
and they’re both winners, they’re 
both competitive guys.” 

Since Raiola, Kaelin and Ne- 
braska’s other early enrollees ar- 
rived on campus in January, it’s 
been a two-month grind of off- 
season workouts. Rhule is happy 
with what he’s seen from his young 
Huskers so far — but he knows it’s 
only a taste of what’s to come. 

“T’ve been really pleased with 
their effort, now they’ve got to get 
to football?” he said.

The NCAA tournament is back at 
CHI Health Center in Omaha, where, 
in2008, 2012, 2015 and 2018, thrilled 
crowds watched some of the nation’s 
best teams battle it out. 

The top five memories across all of 
the games: 

Blue bloods battle to over- 
time: The CHI Health Center has 
hosted one regional final — or Elite 
Eight — game, and Duke and Kansas 
didn’t disappoint, with KU surviving 
85-81 in overtime. The Blue Devils’

Sam Brownback sat in the au- 
dience for the game. It wasn’t Wich- 
ita State’s best team in the Marshall 
era — the 2013 team went to the Fi- 
nal Four and the 2014 team won 35 
games — but Marshall may have had 
no better win. 


Bracket wreckers: Thirty-win 
Missouri, seeded second and eyeing 
aFinal Four run, had just won the Big 
12 tournament title and was about 
to depart for the SEC. It headed to 
Omaha alongside its rival, Kansas. 
But the Tigers met Norfolk State, a 
15 seed, in the first round. 

In what could only be viewed as 
an incredibly exciting game — both 
teams made more than 50% of their 
shots and combined to make 23 
3-pointers — the Spartans prevailed 
86-84. Mizzou star Kim English — 
now the Providence coach — had 
a nightmare game, a 46% shooter 
from3 missing all five of his attempts 
beyond the arc. Meanwhile, Norfolk 
State forward Kyle O’Quinn finished 
with 26 points and 14 rebounds. 

“We messed up some brackets!” 
O’Quinn said afterward. 

Star talent on display: When 
CHI Health Center hosted its first 
NCAA tournament back in 2008, 
fans got to see a glimpse of the even- 
tual national champions — Kansas 
— and also the Nos. 2 and 3 picks in 
the upcoming NBA draft. Kansas 
State, an 11 seed, had Michael Beas- 


ley. Southern California, a sixth seed, 
had O.J. Mayo. 

Both guys could score, but Bea- 
sley’s team pulled the mild upset, 
beating the Trojans 80-67. Beasley 
finished with 23 points and 11 re- 
bounds. Mayo had 20 points and five 
assists. It was a showstopping eve- 
ning for Omaha, the start of a golden 
era for the arena, which would host 
its first U.S. Olympic swim trials later 
that summer.

“The game’s gonna be won on 
the glass,” forward Josiah Allick 
said.

struggling against teams like 
Texas A&M this season, schools 
with an excess of size and length 
under the basket who excel in 
cleaning up missed shots. Rutgers 
thrashed the Huskers for 25 offen- 
sive rebounds in January. More 
recently, Illinois cleaned up 14 of 
its own misses while eliminating 
NU from the Big Ten tournament. 

Nebraska didn’t outrebound its 
opponent in any of its 10 losses 
this year. The Huskers were even 
with Minnesota on the glass while 
dropping their Big Ten opener. In 


every other loss, they grabbed 
fewer rebounds than their op- 
ponent. Nine times, NU allowed 
at least nine offensive boards in 
losing efforts. 

Now, an Aggie team statisti- 
cally better on the offensive glass 
than any other Nebraska has seen 
looms Friday night. A&M has 
been among the top 100 teams in 
offensive rebounding percentage 
every year since coach Buzz Wil- 
liams took over in 2019. 

“It’s what Buzz’s teams have 
always done,” Hoiberg said. 


“They’re so tough. They’re so dis- 
ciplined, and I have so much re- 
spect for him, and we know we’re 
gonna be in for a battle.” 

There are other factors that 
favor Nebraska on paper. The 
Aggies’ 28.4% clip from 3-point 
range is the 10th worst in the 
nation. The Huskers have won 
games by outpacing low-volume 
opponents from beyond the arc, 
notably Indiana. NU outscored 
the Hoosiers 120-54 from deep 
over three games this season. 

In Texas A&M, Nebraska has

TODAY IN HISTORY 


Today’s highlight 

On March 19, 1995, after a 
21-month hiatus, Michael Jordan 
returned to professional basketball 
with the Chicago Bulls. (He would 
lead the team to three straight NBA 
championships from 1996-98 to go 
along with the Bulls’ first Jordan-led 
three-peat from 1991-93.) 


On this date 

In 1859, the opera “Faust” by 
Charles Gounod premiered in Paris. 

In 1931, Nevada Gov. Fred B. Bal- 
zar signed a measure legalizing ca- 
sino gambling in the state. 

In 1942, during World War Il, 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt 
ordered men between the ages of 
45 and 64, inclusive, to register for 
non-military duty. 

In 1945, during World War Il, 724 
people were killed when a Japanese 
dive bomber attacked the carrier 
USS Franklin off Japan (the ship 
was saved). 


In 1977, the series finale of 
“Mary Tyler Moore” aired on CBS, 
ending the situation comedy’s 
seven-season run. 

In 1987, televangelist Jim Bakker 
resigned as chairman of his PTL 
ministry organization amid a sex 
and money scandal involving Jessica 
Hahn, a former church secretary. 

In 1991, Polish President Lech 
Walesa arrived in Washington for his 
first state visit to the United States. 

In 1997, artist Willem de Kooning, 
considered one of the 20th centu- 
ry’s greatest painters, died in East 
Hampton, New York, at age 92. 

In 2003, President George W. 
Bush ordered the start of war 
against Iraq. (Due to the time differ- 
ence, it was early March 20 in Iraq.) 

In 2007, a methane gas explo- 
sion in a Siberian coal mine killed 
110 workers. 

In 2012, the Justice Department 
announced it had begun an inves- 
tigation into the fatal shooting of 


17-year-old Trayvon Martin in Flor- 
ida by a neighborhood watch cap- 
tain, George Zimmerman. (No fed- 
eral civil rights charges were filed; 
Zimmerman was acquitted of a state 
charge of second-degree murder af- 
ter claiming self-defense.) 

In 2013, Pope Francis officially 
began his ministry as the 266th 
pope, receiving the ring symbol- 
izing the papacy and a wool stole 
exemplifying his role as shepherd 
of his 1.2-billion-strong flock during 
a Mass at the Vatican. 

In 2020, President Donald Trump 
focused attention on a malaria drug, 
chloroquine, as a possible corona- 
virus treatment; the FDA issued a 
statement saying that there were 
“no FDA-approved therapeutics” to 
treat COVID-19. 

In 2022, Russian forces pushed 
deeper into Ukraine’s port city of 
Mariupol, where heavy fighting shut 
down a major steel plant.

Winfrey 
explained: “I decided that because 
this special was really important 
to me and I wanted to be able to

of interest. So I resigned from 
the board and donated all of my 
shares to the National Museum 
of African American History and 
Culture.” 

Winfrey started losing weight 
after undergoing knee surgery in 
2021 and later admitted she used a 
weight-loss drug, but she insisted 
it was only to help her maintain 
her figure and avoid “yo-yoing””

EPA bans last form of 
asbestos used in US 


WASHINGTON — The Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency 
on Monday announced a com- 
prehensive ban on asbestos, 
a carcinogen that kills tens of 
thousands of Americans every 
year but is still used in some 
chlorine bleach, brake pads and 
other products. 

The final rule marks a major 
expansion of EPA regulation 
under a landmark 2016 law that 
overhauled regulations govern- 
ing tens of thousands of toxic 
chemicals in everyday prod- 
ucts, from household cleaners 
to clothing and furniture. 

The new rule bans chrysotile 
asbestos, the only ongoing use 
of asbestos in the United States. 

Separately, the EPA is also 
evaluating so-called legacy uses 
of asbestos in older buildings 
to determine possible public 
health risks. 


Court extends block 
on Texas migrant law 


WASHINGTON — The Su- 
preme Court on Monday con- 
tinued to block, for now, a Texas 
law that would give police broad 
powers to arrest migrants sus- 
pected of illegally entering the 
U.S. while the legal battle it 
sparked over immigration au- 
thority plays out. 

A one-page order signed by 
Justice Samuel Alito indefinitely 
prevents Texas from enforcing a 
sweeping state immigration en- 
forcement law that had been set 
to take effect this month. The 
language of the order strongly 
suggests the court will take ad- 
ditional action, but it is unclear 
when. 

It marks the second time Alito 
has extended a pause on the law, 
known as Senate Bill 4, which 
the Justice Department has 
argued would step on the fed- 
eral government’s immigration 
powers.

INFLUENCER ARRESTED: Con- 
servative social media influ- 
encer Isabella Maria DeLuca has 
been charged with storming the 
U.S. Capitol and passing a stolen 
table out of a broken window, 
allowing other rioters to use 
it as a weapon against police, 
according to court records un- 
sealed Monday. 


HAITI UPRISING: Gangs at- 
tacked two upscale neighbor- 
hoods in Haiti’s capital early 
Monday in a rampage that left 
at least a dozen people dead in 
surrounding areas as a surge in 
violence that began Feb. 29 con- 
tinues unabated. 


ARMS SUPPLY: North Korea has 
shipped about 7,000 containers 
filled with munitions and other 
military equipment to Russia 
since last year to help sup- 
port its war in Ukraine, South 
Korea’s defense minister said 
Monday, hours after the North 
fired multiple short-range bal- 
listic missiles into its eastern 
waters. 


DEMOCRACY: U.S. Secretary of 
State Antony Blinken under- 
scored the need to make sure 
that technologies sustain dem- 
ocratic values Monday, telling 
a democracy summit in Seoul, 
South Korea, that authoritarian 
regimes deploy them to under- 
mine democracy and human 
rights. 


WOMEN’S HEALTH: President 
Joe Biden signed an executive 
order Monday aimed at advanc - 
ing the study of women’s health 
by strengthening data collection 
and providing better funding 
opportunities for biomedical 
research.

Trump can't cover bond 


Attorney general says 
she could try to seize 
assets during appeal

NEW YORK — Donald Trump’s 
lawyers told a New York appellate 
court Monday that it’s impossible 
for him to post abond covering the 
full amount of a $454 million civil 
fraud judgment while he appeals, 
suggesting the former president’s 
legal losses have put him in a seri- 
ous cash crunch. 

Trump’s lawyers wrote in a 
court filing that “obtaining an 
appeal bond in the full amount” 
of the judgment “is not possible 
under the circumstances pre- 


sented.” Trump claimed last year 
he has “fairly substantially over 
$400 million in cash,’ but back- 
to-back courtroom defeats have 
pushed his legal debt north of a 
half-billion dollars. 

Citing rejections from more than 
30 bond underwriters, Trump’s 
lawyers asked the state’s inter- 
mediate appeals court to reverse 
a ruling requiring that he post a 
bond covering the full amount to 
halt enforcement while he appeals 
the judgment in New York Attor- 
ney General Letitia James’ lawsuit. 

Trump appealed Judge Arthur 
Engoron’s Feb. 16 ruling that he 
and his co-defendants schemed 
for years to deceive banks and in- 
surers by inflating his wealth on fi- 
nancial statements used to secure 
loans and make deals. 


If the appeals court does not in- 
tervene, James can seek to enforce 
the judgment starting March 25. 
James, a Democrat, says she will 
try to seize some of Trump’s assets 
if he’s unable to pay. 

With interest, Trump owes the 
state $456.8 million. That amount 
increases almost $112,000 each 
day. Together, he and co-defen- 
dants, including his company, 
sons Eric and Donald Trump 
Jr. and other executives, owe 
$467.3 million. To obtain a bond, 
they would be required to post 
collateral covering 120% of the 
judgment, or about $557.5 million, 
Trump’s lawyers said. 

Trump maintains that he is 
worth several billion dollars, but 
much of his wealth is tied up in his 
skyscrapers, golf courses and other 


properties. Few underwriters were 
willing to issue such a large bond 
and none would accept Trump’s 
real estate assets as collateral, his 
lawyers said. 

Trump’s lawyers said freeing 
up cash by offloading some of 
Trump’s properties in a “fire sale” 
would be impractical because such 
cut-rate deals would result in mas- 
sive, irrecoverable losses. 

Inacourt filing last week, Senior 
Assistant Solicitor General Dennis 
Fan urged the full appellate panel to 
reject what he dubbed the defense’s 
“trust us” argument, contending 
that without a bond to secure the 
judgment Trump may attempt to 
evade enforcement at a later date 
and force the state to “expend sub- 
stantial public resources” to collect 
the money owed.

Netanyahu to send officials to US 


UN food organization 
says famine ‘imminent’ 
in north part of Gaza

Israeli Prime Minister Benja- 
min Netanyahu agreed Monday to 
send a team of Israeli officials to 
Washington to discuss a prospec- 
tive Rafah operation with Biden 
administration officials, White 
House national security adviser 
Jake Sullivan said. 

The agreement to hold talks 
about Rafah came as Biden and 
Netanyahu spoke Monday, their 


first interaction in more than a 
month, as the divide has grown 
between allies over the food cri- 
sis in Gaza and Israel’s conduct 
during the war, according to the 
White House. 

The White House is skeptical 
of Netanyahu’s plan to carry out 
an operation in the southern city 
of Rafah, where about 1.5 million 
displaced Palestinians are shel- 
tering, as Israel looks to eliminate 
the Hamas militant organization. 

Sullivan said Biden urged Ne- 
tanyahu not to carry out a Rafah 
operation. At the coming talks, he 
said U.S. officials will lay out “an 
alternative approach that would 
target key Hamas elements in 
Rafah and secure the Egypt-Gaza 


border without a major ground 
invasion.” 

The World Food Program 
warned Monday that “famine 
is imminent” in northern Gaza, 
where 70% of the remaining 
population is experiencing cata- 
strophic hunger, and that a fur- 
ther escalation of the war could 
push about half of Gaza’s popu- 
lation to the brink of starvation. 

The European Union’s top dip- 
lomat said the impending famine 
was “entirely man-made” as 
“starvation is used as a weapon 
of war.” 

Meanwhile, Israeli forces 
meanwhile launched another 
raid on the Gaza Strip’s largest 
hospital early Monday, claiming 


Hamas militants fired on them 
from inside the Shifa Hospital 
compound. 

Clashes continued all day in 
and around the hospital, where 
Palestinian officials say tens of 
thousands of people have been 
sheltering. 

The army last raided Shifa Hos- 
pital in November after claiming 
that Hamas maintained an elab- 
orate command center within and 
beneath the facility. The mili- 
tary revealed a tunnel leading to 
underground rooms, as well as 
weapons it said were found in- 
side the hospital, but the evidence 
fell short of the earlier claims and 
critics accused the army of reck- 
lessly endangering civilians. 


Court likely to side with 
Biden on social media 


GOP-led states argued 
that Democrats stifled 
views of conservatives

WASHINGTON — The Su- 
preme Court seemed likely 
Monday to side with the Biden 
administration in a dispute with 
Republican-led states over how 
far the federal government can 
go to combat controversial social 
media posts on topics including 
COVID-19 and election security. 
The justices seemed broadly 
skeptical during nearly two hours 
of arguments that a lawyer for 
Louisiana, Missouri and other 
parties presented accusing offi- 
cials in the Democratic admin- 


istration of leaning on the social 
media platforms to unconsti- 
tutionally squelch conservative 
points of view. 

Several justices said they were 
concerned that routine interac- 
tions between government offi- 
cials and the platforms could be 
affected by aruling for the states. 

The court’s decision in this and 
other cases could set standards 
for free speech in the digital age. 

Last week, the court laid out 
standards for when public offi- 
cials can block their social media 
followers. Less than a month ago, 
the court heard arguments over 
Republican - passed laws in Flor- 
ida and Texas that prohibit large 
social media companies from 
taking down posts because of the 
views they express. 


Trump wants Georgia 
district attorney gone 


Former president and 
others seek to appeal 
decision to keep Willis

ATLANTA — Former Presi- 
dent Donald Trump and other 
defendants in Georgia’s election 
interference case filed court pa- 
pers Monday seeking to appeal a 
judge’s ruling not to disqualify 
Fulton County District Attorney 
Fani Willis from their prosecution 
or dismiss the charges. 

The resignation of the special 
prosecutor with whom Willis had 
a romantic relationship is not 
enough to correct the appear- 
ance of impropriety the judge 
found, according to a court filing 


by attorneys for Trump, former 
New York Mayor Rudy Giuliani, 
former White House chief of staff 
Mark Meadows and five other de- 
fendants. 

The filing asks Fulton County 
Superior Court Judge Scott 
McAfee to grant a certificate that 
would allow his decision to be re- 
viewed by the Georgia Court of 
Appeals. A spokesman for Willis 
said the district attorney’s office 
couldn’t comment. 

McAfee ruled Friday that spe- 
cial prosecutor Nathan Wade had 
to leave the case or Willis couldn’t 
continue to pursue the charges. 
Wade later resigned, allowing 
Willis to remain on the most 
sprawling of four criminal cases 
against the likely GOP nominee 
in the 2024 presidential election.

Pediatricians alarmed, 
measles cases surge as 
more parents hold off

s measles cases pop up 
across the country this 
winter, one group of chil- 
dren is stirring deep con- 
cerns among pediatricians: the 
babies and toddlers of vaccine- 
hesitant parents who are delaying 
their child’s measles-mumps-ru- 
bella shots. 

Pediatricians say they have seena 
sharp increase recently in the num- 
ber of parents with concerns about 
routine childhood vaccinations who 
are demanding their own inoculation 
schedules for their babies, creating a 
worrisome pool of very young chil- 
dren who may be at risk of contract- 
ing measles, a potentially deadly yet 
preventable disease. 

“Especially early on, when a par- 
ent is already feeling really vulnera- 
ble and doesn’t want to give some- 
thing to their beautiful baby who 
was just born if they don’t need it, 
it makes them think, ‘Maybe I’lljust 
delay it and wait and see?” said Dr. 
Whitney Casares, a pediatrician and 
author who has written on vaccina- 
tion for the American Academy of 
Pediatrics. “What they don’t realize 
is if they don’t vaccinate according 
to the recommended schedule, that 
can really set their child up for a 
whole lot of risks.” 


‘Alternative schedule’ 


can expose children 

It is difficult to know how wide- 
spread such delays have become. 
Most states keep track of kinder- 
gartners who have been vaccinated 
against measles, but many do not 
have comprehensive data for chil- 
dren at younger ages. 

Dr. Eric Ball has seen the shift 
firsthand. At his Orange County, 
California, pediatric practice, he has 
noticed an increase in parents ask- 
ing about delays since the COVID-19 
pandemic, as politicization of and 
misinformation about that vaccine 
has seeped into discussions about 
routine childhood vaccinations, in- 
cluding measles-mumps-rubella, 
known as MMR. 

Rather than an outright refusal, 
however, these vaccine-hesitant 
parents express a softer kind of re- 
luctance, asking if it’s possible to 
use an “alternative schedule” of 
vaccines, rather than sticking to the 
Centers for Disease Control and Pre- 
vention’s recommendations. Some- 
times they seek to delay the shots 
by afew months, and sometimes by 
several years. 

“I have patients who have three 
kids, and they vaccinated the first 
two kids on schedule. And then 
since COVID, with their third kid, 
they are like, ‘I don’t know if this is 
safe. I want to wait until the kids are 
older? or ‘instead of doing two shots

today, I want to do one shot?” said 
Ball. “It just prolongs the time where 
you have a child who’s unprotected 
and potentially can get sick from 
these diseases.” 

He tries his best to explain to par- 
ents the importance and safety of 
vaccines, including MMR. He even 
brings out his own children’s vaccine 
records to prove his point, and he is 
often successful. But not always. 

At Children’s Hospital Los Ange- 
les, attending pediatrician Dr. Col- 
leen Kraft said about half of parents 
are questioning the CDC’s recom- 
mended vaccine schedule — a signif- 
icant increase since the pandemic. 

“Even my most reasonable parents 
ask questions. So it’s definitely in the 
mainstream,” she said. 


Conspiracy theories 


resurged amid pandemic 

The CDC recommends that the 
first dose of MMR be given when a 
baby is 12 to 15 months old. Usually 
this happens at a child’s 12-month 
well visit. A second dose is then given 
at 4 to 6 years of age. 

At least 95% of people in a com- 
munity must be vaccinated to 
achieve a level of “herd immunity” 
that protects everyone in a commu- 
nity, including those who cannot 
get the vaccine because they are too 
young or are immunocompromised, 
according to the World Health Orga- 
nization. 

Low vaccination rates have led to 
measles outbreaks in several states 
over the past decade, most recently 
in Florida. 

Nationally, the rate of kindergart - 
ners fully immunized against the 
measles dropped from 95% in the 
2019-20 school year to 93% in 2022- 
23, according to the CDC. 

But those postponing vaccinations 
have created a potential vulnerability 
gap in achild’s first four years. 

One in 5 unvaccinated people who 
get measles in the U.S. will be hospi- 
talized. Since there is no good treat - 
ment for measles, doctors can often 
do little more than offer supportive 
care. One in 1,000 children with 
measles will develop brain swelling 
that can leave a child deaf or with

an intellectual disability; 1 to 3 chil- 
dren in 1,000 will die, according to 
the CDC. 

Measles is so contagious that 90% 
of people close to an infected person 
will catch it if they are not immune, 
according to the CDC. The virus can 
remain contagious in aroom or ona 
surface for up to two hours after the 
infected person has left. 

For years in the early 2000s, an- 
ti-vaccine sentiment was at an all- 
time high after the publication of a 
now-debunked and retracted study 
that falsely tied the MMR vaccine 
to autism. In December 2014, an 
unvaccinated 11-year-old was hos- 
pitalized with measles following a 
visit to Disneyland. Over the next 
few months, measles spread to 125 
people across seven states. 

The outbreak helped galvanize 
support for vaccination nationwide. 

“The pendulum swung back the 
other way, and we had a few years 
where vaccination rates were really 
high,” said Ball. But the rumors and 
rhetoric surrounding the COVID 
vaccines have caused the pendu- 
lum to swing in the other direction. 
“We’re back to dealing with con- 
spiracy theories, things that people 
heard on the internet, or something 
that their cousin’s neighbor’s room- 
mate said. It’s really hard.” 


No known benefits 


to delaying vaccinations 

A Pew Research poll conducted 
in March 2023 found that 88% of 
Americans are confident that the 
benefits of an MMR vaccine out- 
weigh the risks, a percentage that 
has remained fairly consistent since 
before the pandemic. 

But support for all school-based 
vaccine mandates has fallen; 28% 
now say that parents should be able 
to decide not to vaccinate their chil- 
dren, even if it causes health risks 
for others, up from 16% in October 
2019. Among Republicans, the share 
has more than doubled, from 20% in 
2019 to 42% in 2023. 

Support for the MMR vaccine was 
lower among parents with young 
children, the poll found. About 65% 
of parents with children under age 5 
reported that the preventive health 
benefits of MMR were high — com- 
pared to 88% of all adults — and39% 
said the risk of side effects was ei- 
ther medium or high; half said they 
worried about whether all childhood 
vaccines are necessary. 

But there’s no scientific basis and 
no known benefits to delaying vac- 
cinations except in very rare medical 
circumstances, said Casares, whose 
pediatric practice is in Oregon. 

Casares said the problem is that 
parents have an “exposure bias.” 
They often consume an onslaught of 
information on social media about 
the risks, but very little about the 
benefits of vaccines or the enormous 
risks of the diseases themselves. She 
said in a country such as the United 
States, where vaccination rates are 
fairly high, most people don’t see the 
ravages that the diseases can cause 
if rates fall.

Working out at home is convenient, but it comes with risks (especially if you exercise alone) such as muscle strains, 
falls and injuries. To reduce these risks, focus on three strategies: 


1) Create a safe workout space 
Your exercise environment is the 
foundation for exercise safety. Make sure 
it’s well lit (to prevent falls), well ventilated 
(to keep the air fresh) and not too hot (so 
you don’t get overheated or dehydrated) 
or humid. Adding a dehumidifier (about 
$30 for one that handles a small room) to 
the space might help dry out humid air, if 
necessary. 

A safe workout space should also have 
a level floor and plenty of room to move. 

“Your workout space should be wide 
enough that you can move your arms freely, 
without touching anything when you’re 
standing, and long enough to accommo- 
date your whole body when you're on the 
ground for floor exercises,” says Janice Mc- 
Grail, a physical therapist at Harvard -af- 
filiated Spaulding Rehabilitation Hospital. 

Keep the floor free of clutter and throw 
rugs, and remove any nearby furniture with 
sharp corners. 


Stock the space 


with safety essentials 
The following items can boost the safety 
of your workout. 

Alarge mirror: Maintaining the proper 
form during exercise is crucial to avoiding 
muscle strains and sprains. A framed full- 
length mirror (about $10 at a big-box store) 
will enable you to see how you're doing. 
Secure the mirror to the wall to keep it from 
falling and shattering. 

An exercise mat: A little cushioning 
underfoot will reduce pressure on your 
joints and provide a safer landing spot 
than a hard floor. The mat should be non- 
slip and about half an inch thick. A set of 
interlocking exercise foam floor tiles are 
perfect for the job. Prices for a set start at 
about $25. (Note: Don’t exercise on thick 
carpet, which may cause your sneakers to 
get stuck and cause a fall.) 

Supportive sneakers: The most com- 
fortable sneakers you own might not be the 
safest for exercising. Wear a pair that fits 
snugly around your heel and midfoot and 
has a roomy toe box, good support and 
soles that aren’t too cushioned or beveled 
(as running shoes are), which may lead to 
a fall. 

Water: Keep a water bottle nearby so 
you can take a few sips between exercises 
to stay hydrated. 

Asmart speaker: If you exercise alone, 
you’ll need to call for help in case of emer- 
gency. A smart speaker that you can call 
out to is a great option (starting at about 
$30). Just make sure your workout space 
has a good Wi-Fisignal. Note: You can also 
use a smartwatch or an alert button, but 
those can be pricey (hundreds of dollars). 
Your smartphone can also do the job. 

A carbon monoxide monitor: Car- 
bon monoxide is an odorless, colorless, 
potentially deadly gas emitted from com- 
bustion engines. If your workout space is in 
a garage, along with a car, install a carbon 
monoxide monitor (starting at about $20). 


Practice safe habits 

Remaining aware of exercise 
risks and practicing safe exercise hab- 
its should be part of your routine — just 
like putting on a seat belt in a car. Here 
are some suggestions. 

Get your doctor’s OK: Make sure you 
have a green light for your exercise rou- 
tine if you’ve been inactive recently or if 
you have a chronic condition such as heart 
disease or poor balance. Start with a simple 
routine, and increase the difficulty grad- 
ually. 

Warm up first: Strained muscles are 
common exercise injuries. Doing a five- or 
10-minute warmup first — such as march- 
ing in place and moving your arms around 
— will prime your muscles and body for the 
demand of your workout. 

Don’t push yourself too hard: “In 
general, exercise should feel like a chal- 
lenge or make you feel fatigued, but it 
should not cause sharp pain. It is OK and 
even expected for your muscles to feel tired 
and a bit sore after you exercise, but the 
soreness should go away in about a day. If 
you are still sore several days later, that’s 
a sign that you did too much. Next time, 
use lighter weights or do fewer repetitions,” 
McGrail says. 

Carry weights carefully: “Grasp any 
weight, even a lighter one, in the middle of 
the handle to keep it steady 
so you don’t drop it. 
When picking up 
heavy dumbbells 
or kettlebells from 
the floor, bend at

your knees and keep your back straight. 
When standing up again, use your legs 
rather than your back so you don’t strain 
it)’ McGrail says. 

Tread lightly with treadmills: Tread- 
mill accidents at home are common causes 
of broken bones, head injuries and friction 
burns. If you have a treadmill, don’t set the 
speed too fast or raise the incline too high, 
and change difficulty levels gradually. Take 
advantage of any safety mechanisms your 
treadmill has, suchas atether you can wear 
that automatically stops the machine if you 
fall. Keep the treadmill unplugged when 
you're not using it, to protect children who 
might want to play on it. 

Stretch after a workout: The muscles 
are warm and ready for stretching. Don’t 
bounce during a stretch, which can cause 
injury; hold each stretch for about 30 sec- 
onds at atime. This will help prevent your 
muscles from being injured 

during your next workout and 
your daily activities.

Drugs can

Which types of drugs are more 
likely to do that? 

A: Medications that affect 
sleep can be prescription drugs 
or over-the-counter remedies. 
Here are some common culprits: 

Antidepressants: Typically 
prescribed to treat depression 
or anxiety, antidepressants can 
have varying side effects, even 
within the same drug class. For 
example, among selective sero- 
tonin reuptake inhibitors (SSRIs), 
fluoxetine (Prozac) can be stim- 
ulating and may make it hard to 
fall or stay asleep. 

Beta blockers: Drugs such as 
metoprolol (Lopressor, Toprol 
XL) and atenolol (Tenormin) are 
used primarily to treat high blood 
pressure or an irregular heart- 
beat. These medications can 
sometimes decrease the body’s 
natural levels of melatonin, a 
hormone that helps regulate your 
sleep-wake cycle. 

Decongestants: Oral decon- 
gestants such as pseudoephed- 
rine help shrink swollen mem- 
branes in the nasal passages, al- 
lowing more air to pass through 
them. But they can raise your 
blood pressure and heart rate 
and may cause insomnia in some 
people. 

Diuretics: Medications such 
as furosemide (Lasix), torsemide 
(Demadex) and hydrochloro- 
thiazide reduce the amount of 
sodium and water in the body. 
They’re prescribed to treat high 
blood pressure, kidney disorders, 
liver disease and fluid retention 
caused by heart failure. Diuret- 
ics don’t affect sleep directly, but 
they can interrupt sleep if they 
make you go to the bathroom 
during the night. 

Smoking-cessation drugs: 
Over-the-counter nicotine- 
replacement medications such 
as nicotine patches, gum or loz- 
enges can cause someone to have 
unusual dreams or nightmares 
and wake them up. The prescrip- 
tion drug varenicline (Chantix) 
also can cause nightmares. 

Steroids: Oral steroids such 
as prednisone are used to reduce 
inflammation inside the body. 
Prednisone stimulates the pro- 
duction of the stress hormone 
cortisol and mimics what stress 
does to the body, which can make 
it hard to fall asleep and disrupt 
the sleep cycle. 


What you can do 

There are a number of things 
you can do if you think your sleep 
problems could be related to one 
of your medications. 

Practice good sleep hy- 
giene: Go to bed and wake up 
at the same time each day; avoid 
caffeine after lunch; don’t drink 
alcohol or eat close to bedtime; 
turn off electronic screens an 
hour before bed; and sleep in a 
cool, dark, comfortable spot. 

Take the medication during 
the day: This applies to drugs 
that make it hard to fall or stay 
asleep, cause nightmares, or 
make you get up and go to the 
bathroom. 

Take a lower dose: Ask your 
doctor if lowering your medica- 
tion dose will help you get better 
sleep. 

Switch to a new medica- 
tion: If you’ve tried everything 
and sleep problems are becom- 
ing distressing, ask your doctor 
if you can switch to a medication 
that won’t affect your sleep.

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How to choose the healthiest canned fruits 
and vegetables, according to a dietitian 


JESSICA BALL | EatingWell.com 

anned foods may get a bad rap, 

but they are a super-nutritious 

and cost-effective way to up your 

produce intake. Plus, they are easy 
to stock your pantry with, so you can al- 
ways have fruits and vegetables ready to 
add to your meals. That said, there can bea 
lot of products and options on the shelves 
at the grocery store. Here are some tips on 
how to choose the healthiest ones. 


Check the ingredients 

When choosing canned vegetables, 
look for a product that is just the vegetable 
with maybe some water and a little bit of 
salt added. Unseasoned canned vegetables 
let you customize the flavors yourself and 
keep the sodium content in check. When 
choosing canned fruits, pick products that 
contain only the fruit packed in 100% fruit 
juice rather than syrups that can be high 
in added sugar. 


Watch the added 


sugar and sodium 

Ideally, canned fruits packed in 100% 
fruit juice should have little to no added 
sugar. Similarly, many grocers carry “no 
salt added” versions of canned vegeta- 
bles, aligning their nutrition with their 
fresh counterparts. According to the U.S. 
Food and Drug Administration, products 
labeled “low sodium” need to have at least 
25% less sodium than the original prod- 
uct, so they can sometimes still be high in 
sodium. Keep side dishes like vegetables 
to 360 milligrams of sodium or less per 
serving as a general guide. 


Don’t forget about fruits 

Sure, canned beans and canned 
tomatoes are staples for many. But don’t 
forget about canned peaches, pears, pine- 
apple and more. Many canned fruits are 
picked at peak ripeness and go from field to 
can in a matter of hours. This means they 
ripen to their full nutrition and flavor on 
the plant before making it to your grocery 
store. Eat canned fruits as a quick snack, or 
add them to smoothies or yogurt. They can 
also be used in place of fresh for cooked 
dishes. Look for products that are canned 
with 100% fruit juice. 


Try store brands 

If you’re looking to save some money 
without sacrificing quality, store brands 
are the way to go. Companies that make 
store-brand products focus on producing 
high-quality foods that are distributed 
across the country for a more accessible 
option to help people stay nourished. They 
have comparable nutrition to other brands 
and usually cost a fraction of the price. 


Choose foods 


you'll actually eat 

While canned foods can last in your 
pantry for a long time (think two to five 
years in most cases, per the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture), they don’t last for- 
ever. And you won’t benefit from their nu- 
trition if you don’t actually eat the canned 
fruits and vegetables you buy. There are 
numerous options at the grocery store, so 
choose the ones that you and your house- 
hold will actually enjoy and look forward 
to eating.

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Ex-Flyers star Simmonds retires

PHILADELPHIA — For- 
mer Philadelphia Flyers 
star Wayne Simmonds 
announced his retirement 
Monday, ending a 15-year 
career that included NHL 
All-Star Game MVP hon- 
ors. 

Simmonds, who played 
in 18 games last season for 
the Toronto Maple Leafs, 
will sign a ceremonial one- 
day contract with the Fly- 
ers and be honored by the 
franchise during an April 13 
game against the New Jer- 
sey Devils. 

Simmonds blossomed 
into a durable star for the 
Flyers after he was acquired 
from the Los Angeles Kings 
in a 2011 trade. He scored 
203 goals over his eight sea- 
sons with the Flyers. 

“It’s hard to describe 
my emotions on a day like 
this, but one of my very 
first thoughts as I look back 
is my life in Philadelphia 
and playing for the Flyers,’ 
Simmonds said. “Taking 
the ice ina Flyers sweater is 
a special feeling and it’s one 
that I’m truly proud of. The 
history of this franchise and 
standard of being a Flyer 
that was set is unique and 
one that I hold in the high- 
est regard.” 

Simmonds scored a hat 
trick in the 2017 All-Star 
Game to earn MVP hon- 
ors. He was the first Black 
player to earn an All-Star 
Game MVP award since 
1986. He was one of several 
Black players who helped 
form the Hockey Diversity 
Alliance in 2020, creating 
another avenue in the NHL 
to fight racism and intoler- 
ance in the sport. 

The 35-year-old faced 
his share of discrimination 
over his hockey career. In 
2013, a court in the Czech 
Republic banned eight fans 
from a stadium for one year 
for racially abusing Sim-

monds when he was played 
there during the NHL lock- 
out. Simmonds was enter- 
ing his third season with 
Los Angeles in 2011 when 
someone threw a banana on 
the ice during an exhibition 
game in London, Ontario. 
The man was fined $200. 

Simmonds was a finalist 
for the 2017-18 Mark Mess- 
ier NHL Leadership Award 
and won the award in 2018- 
19 when he split the season 
between Philadelphia and 
Nashville. 

Simmonds had 263 goals 
and 526 career points in 
1,037 NHL regular-season 
games in 15 seasons with 
Los Angeles, Philadelphia, 
Nashville, New Jersey, Buf- 
falo and Toronto (2008-23). 
He scored eight goals and 
had 22 playoff points in 53 
career playoff games with 
the Kings, Flyers, Pred- 
ators and Maple Leafs. 
He skated in his 1,000th 
NHL regular-season game 
in 2022 with Toronto. He 
originally was selected by 
Los Angeles in the second 


round (61st overall) of the 
2007 NHL draft. 
Simmonds represented 
Canada at the 2008 ITHF 
World Junior Champi- 
onship (gold) and at the 
2013 and 2017 (silver) ITHF 
World Championships.
